I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1942. 

The  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  is  rather  high  and 
it  is  rather  difficult  to  explain  this,  possibly  being  in  the  fourth 
year  of  the  war  may  be  a pre-disposing  cause.  The  rate  is  similar 
to  that  obtaining  in  England  and  Wales. 

The  birth  rate  for  the  year  is  slightly  better  than  the  previous 
year,  but  still  much  below  the  rate  of  the  country  as  a whole.  The 
proportion  of  transferred  births  to  district  births  is  rather,  high, 
possibly  due  to  being  in  a better  class  residential  district. 

The  death  rate  shows  a progressive  decline  compared  with  the 
last  two  years,  but  well  above  the  average  for  Hale.  The  causes  of 
death  seem  much  as  usual,  the  deaths  from  violence  are  still  fairly 
high. 

excluding  Tuberculosis 

It  will  be  noted  that  of  the  total  of  infectious  Diseased ( 103) 

8G  of  these  were  due  to  Measles.  The  Infectious  Diseases  rate  is  a 
fair  index  of  the  health  of  the  district,  Measles  is  inclined  to  come 
in  cycles.  Our  Measles  total  is  about  the  average  for  England  and 
Wales.  Up  to  the  present  we  have  no  proved  prophylactic  against 
Measles  such  as  we  have  against  Diphtheria. 

Regarding  Diphtheria  no  case  occurred  during  the  year  in  the 
district.  The  figures  concerning  immunisation  are  quite  good,  but 
it  is  imperative  that  the  children  from  i to  5 years  should  be 
completely  immunised.  The  higher  the ■ percentage  of  children 
immunised  the  greater  the  protection  against  Diphtheria  in  the  community 
as  a whole. 

# * 

Concerning  the  milk  supply  under  war  conditions,  I am  afraid  we 
cannot  hope  to  get  a safe  milk  particularly  for  children,  due  in  the 
main  to  transport  difficulties.  Obviously  the  best  milk  is  raw  milk 
from  healthy  cattle  taken  direct  to  the  consumer  in  the  shortest 
possible  time,  this  seems  as  I have  said  not  practicable  during  the 
war  period,  therefore  I.  would  strongly*  advise  that  all  miilk,  particularl 
that  Supplied  to  school  children,  should  be  either  " Pasteurised"  milk 
and/or  ’’Tuberculin  Tested”  milk.  In  my  opinion  ” Accredited”  milk,  as 
well  as  non-designat ed  milk,  is. not  sufficiently  satisfactory. 

You 'will  notice  that  of  the  samples  of  milk  taken,  for 
bacteriological  tests  two  out  of  eight  taken  for  Tuberculosis  Tests 
were  -positive;  this  is  a very  high  percentage.

It  will  be  'noted  that,  83  of  these  cases  are  of  measles,  and  the 
other  disea se-s  have  been  few  .in  number.  The  incidence  of  measles  was 
nevertheless  only  about  the  average  for  England  and  Wales.  It  is 
pleasing  to  report  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  during  the  year. 

Disinfection  was  carried  out  as  in  previous  years  by  spraying 
infected  rooms  with  formalin  solution  and  fumigating  with  vapour. 
Infected  bedding  and  clothing  are  treated  with  steam  or  destroyed. 
Disinfectants  are  supplied  free  to  residents  of  hale.

MILK  SUPPLY  - 

The  eight  cowsheds  and  nineteen  dairies-  in  the  district  have 
maintained  a good  standard  of  cleanliness  during  the  year, . It  is 
pleasing  to  note  that  three  of  our  eight  cowkeepers  are  now  producing 
’’Accredited"  milk-. 

There  were  60  milk  purveyors  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  ,1942. 
One  purveyor  was  caught  putting  milk  in  bottles  in  the  street.  He 
was  severely  warned  and  a general  letter  of  Warning  was  sent  to  every 
purveyor  in  the  district,  threatening  legal  proceedings  in  case  of 
any  future  offence  of  this  kind.

One  sample  failed  to  pass  the  methylene  "blue  test  and  another  failed 
the  test  for  B.  Goli;  as  both  were  prQ'djuoed  outside  this  district 
representation  was  made  to  the  Authority  in  whose  district  the  milk  was 
produced,  as  well  as  to  the  producer  of  the  milk. 

With  regard  to  the  two  tuberculous  samples.,  sub  sequent, ‘examination 
in  one  case  produced  rhe  slaughter  of  i animal  under  the  Tuberculosis 
Orders  it  is  regretted  that  in  the  .other  case  subsequent  group,  samples 
all  proved  negative,  but  an  animal  was  removed  from  the  herd  during  the 
period  between  the.  taking  of  the  sample  and  the  visit  of  the  Veterinary 
Inspector,  and  it  may  reasonably  be  assumed  that  this  was  the  offending 
■animal,  which  we  can.  only  hope  .was  subsequently  slaughtered. 

All  the  examinations  were  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Yorx  Place,  Manchester. 


M EAT  INSPECTION  - : 

There  are  no  registered  or  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district. 
Butchers  obtain  their  meat  supplies  from  Altrincham.  6 visits  have 
been  made  to  the  shops-,  and  the  meat  exposed  for  sale  was  of  good 
quality.  6 pigs  slaughtered- for  home  consumption  at  farm  premises 
were  inspected,  and'i  pigs1  head  was  found  to  be  tuberculous  and 
condemned  and  destroyed.

This  rise  in  condemned  food  does  not  necessarily  imply  a deterioration 
in  quality  of'  canned  foods,  but  is  probably  brought  about  by  the  desire  of 
tradesmen  to  seek  compensation  for  the  ration  values  thereby  lost  - 
there  was  not  the  same  need  to  report  unfit  foods  before  rationing  was 
introduced.

Regarding-  the  non  standard  or  adulterated  samples  the' following 
information  may  be  of  interest  - 


One  taken  from  a Dairyman  was  found' to  contain' i 6.9$  of  Extraneous 
Water..  Next  day  a follow-up  sample  taken  from  the  Dairy  Company 
supplying  the  Dairyman  was  certified  as  containing  i0,.3 $ of  Extraneous 
Water  and -was  also  17.5%  deficient  in  fat.  The  Dairy  Company  was 
prosecuted  and  Pined  £5  plus  £l.ll.G  costs. 

Another  sample  from  a Dairyman  contained  4. 270  of  Extrane-ous 
Water.  .Follow-up  samples  from  the  supplying  farmer  were  found  to 
contain  .5.2  and  4.9 $ of  Extraneous  Water.  " The  farmer  was  summoned  oh 
account  pf  both  samples  and  ordered  to  pay  £±.±;0  costs  in  each  case.  \ 

-The  remaining  three  samples  were  all  purchased  from  the  same 
retailer  and  found  to  be  below  standard  by  the  - following  amounts:-* 

(a)  Milk  naturally  deficient  in  Non-fatty  solids  and  further  deficient 
in  fat  to  the  extent  of  7.6  and  8.3  per  cent  respectively. 

P.P.  (Hortvet)  -0.54l°C. 

(b)  Deficient  in  fat  and  non-fatty  solids  to  the  extent  of  8.3  and 
4.7$  respectively.  P.P.  (Hortvet)  -0'.545°C. 

(c)  Genuine  milk  naturally  deficient  in  non-fatty  solids  to  the  extent 
of  7$.  P.P.  (Hortvet)  -0.545°C. 

In  each  of  these  instances  the  Freezing  Point  test  proved  that  the 
deficiency  in  non-fatty  solids  was  due  to  abnormal  causes  and  no  action 
was  taken  in  respect  thereof  - the  seller  was,  however,  cautioned  on 
account  of  the  low  fat  content. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING-  SERVICE  - 

The  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  the  Local  Authority  over 
the  whole  district.  Since  August  the  ashbins  in  the  district  have 
only  been  emptied  once  a fortnight,  this  change  is  of  course  brought 
about  by  the  depleted  staff  and  the  extra  calls  made  on  the  staff  in 
collecting  salvage. 


SALVAGE  - 

A salvage  stewards  scheme  was  commenced  in  May.  This  scheme 
provides  for  sacks  to  be  put  out  each  week-end  at  the  houses  of  some 
130  Salvage  Stewards,  and  the  neighbouring  residents,  helped  by  a 
Juvenile  Salvage  Corps  of  70  or  80  members,  deposit  their  salvage  in 
the  sacks  provided,  and  the  same  is  collected  on  Monday  or  Tuesday. 
Separate  sacks  are  available  for  each  of  the  salvageable  materials. 

This  scheme  is  an  addition  to  the  usual  door  to  door  collection  carried 
out  by  the  refuse  collectors,  which  it  was  hoped  would  be  considerably 
reduced  as  a result.
